Much feeling was aroused 
in the Catholic section of the city, and the 
Montreal Britons had to walk three miles 
from the city to take a train for home in 
order to escape the violence of a mob of 
about three hundred at the dt pot.

treal, and the sentiment *To heil with 
Orangeism” was loudly applauded by the 
mob at the station before they left. Shortly 
before I o’clock, when the city Britons re­

proceeded 
to the lower town and attacked a number 
of Catholic houses, firing their revolvers 
Indiscriminately into every crowd they 
met. A number of people were wounded,

men, who had been parading early in the 
night, had become separated, and could 
offer no formidable resistance, which was 
undoubtedly a fortunate thiog, for many 
lives must have been lost. As It was, the 
Britons made a clean sweep of all before 
them, and but for the bravery oi the po­ 
lice, the military having been dismissed, 
there would have been one of the 
worst 
night's work In the history of the country 
to record. The wounded so tar as can be 
learned now, number twenty, including 
several policemen.
